THE CANDIDATES. 

To the Editor: — 1 wish to take t 
small portion of your valuable spaco 
.say a few words with regard to the 
proaohing election and especially with ro- 
ference to tho suleetion of councillors for 
Yates streot ward. 

Having been a resident of Yates street 
for over ten years, 1 naturally feel vory 
interested in that ward, and 1 think that 
during tho past two years, especially, tho 
councillors who have represented ua havo 
not done their duty to the ratepayers who 
placed them in tho council. 

What has been done on Yates street 
during the past year i Nothing. Tho 
only tiling Coun. Kelly did was to have a 
sidewalk lowered in front of his own resi- 
donco, the other councillors not doing as 
much as that. 

1 regret very much that Coun. Vigelius 
was elected last year at the head of tho 
poll, thus placing him at tlio council board 
for this year, as he Iiiih boon there too 
long already, and at the next election, 
should ho stand. I trust he will be olocted 
to stay at home. 

Front ono year's end to another ho does 
nothing for tho ward he represents; but as 
ho is a fixture for another year 1 tuny as 
well loave him alone. 

There is probably more traffic on Yates 
.street than any other m tho city, owing 
to the fact that the majority of tho chil- 
dren attending tho public school pass uj> 
and down four times almost daily, and 
yet we havo for two-thirds of tho way, on 
either Bide, only a six-foot sidewalk, and 
in many places this is in a very bad stato 
of repair; while in tho outskirts of the 
city, in places just being built up, eight 
and ten foot sidewalks can be seen by the 
milo. 

Petitions have boon sent in by tho rate- 
payers of Yates street for awido sidewalk, 
and also for other needed improvements, 
timo and timo again, andwhat lias become 
of them / 

They have baen referred to tho street 
committee, and no more has boon heard 
of them. Now, was it not the duty of 
the councillors to havo soon that these 
matturs were brought before tho council 
again, and endeavored to havo had Home 
action taken/ But have they done SO ? 
No. 

Now, sir, 1 want to impress upon the 
ratepayers of Yates street ward, aa well 
as those of the other wards, the desirability 
of placing men at tho council board who 
havo tho interest of tho city at heart, and 
who have some "go" in them. Away 
with all the mossbaoks, thoy were good 
enough, perhaps, years ago, but not now. 

The city is advancing rapidly, and wo 
wunt men who will advance with it, to 
manage its affairs. 

During the present year many import- 
ant matters will como boforo the council, 
and I hope the ratepayers will send men 
thoro whowilllook well after theirinterests 
and the welfare of the city, and who will 
see that the many needed improvements 
will bo carried out in a satisfactory man- 
ner ; and above all, get now mon, and now 
blood into the council, and vote for Ward 
for mayor, and Mc Killican and Evans as 
councillors for Yatkm Street Ward.

Lawnensness to be Suppressed. 

New Orleans, Jan. 16. — The Times- 
Democrat's special from Jackson, Miss., 
says information has been received by 
Governor Lowery that mob law continues 
to exist in the southern part of Noxube 
and the northern part of Kemper county, 
and that nogro cabins are being destroyed 
by incendiary fires. The information iB 
not official, but is believed to be reliable. 
The troubles grow out of the Wahalake 
disturbances. Governor Lowery has in- 
structed tho sheriff of Kemper and Nox- 
ube counties to call sufficient force to sup- 
press tho lawlessness, and to send to the 
Stato officials a bill for any extra expense 
incurred. Tho Governor insists that the 
peco officers shall do their duty. Ho is 
ready to give them all tho support in his 
power. The New Musissippian has a 
telegram corroborating the information 
received by the Governor and btating that 
ovor forty families have been run out of 
the counties and their cabins burned. 

Information IVnuled. 

Washington, Jan. 16. — In tho house 
to-day a resolution was adopted calling 
on the secretary of war nnd tho treasury 
for correspondence relating to the use of 
the English stoamship "State of Alabama" 
in excavating tho ship canal ::i New York 
harbor. 

Lobster* Tor the Purine Coast. 

BUFFALO, Jan. 10.— One of the cars of 
tho United States fish commission, in 
charge of Captain Frank Ellis, passed 
through here last night having on board 
17,000,000 lobsters for Columbia River, 
Oregon. Tlio car will also receive five 
million whitefish spawn from the hatchery 
at North ville, Mich., half of which will 
bo put in about tho mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, and tho other half in Puget 
Sound. Tho trip is an experimental one, 
and tho results are looked forward to 
with interest. 

The tinrdlncr Trial. 

Albany, N.Y., Jan. 16.— In tho U. S. 
district court to-day, the trial of Ephriam 
H. Gardiner, tho alleged opium s.uuggler, 
was concludod, and givon to the jury at 
5 p. m.

OUR VINDICATION. 

The admissions which Mayor Grunt 
made at tho mooting on Tuesday evening 
justified all that wo have said respecting 
his official conduct. His account of tho 
[>art he took in the Russell business was 
an apology of the lamest kind. He said 
that lie did ii"t seo any necessity to ex- 
amine into tho late treasurer's conduct. 
( )ther members of the corporation did. 
Here was a confession of want of descern- 
ment or want of care. The circumstances 
whieli caused others to suspeot that some- 
thing was wrong ought to havo been 
siilljoient to cause him at least to institute 
an enquiry. Tho excuse ho gave was 
that Mr. Russull had borne a good charac- 
ter. Most defaulters, before they are 
found out, are held in high esteem. Men 
do not appoint persons known to bo diB 
honest to places of trust. What Mr 
Giant had to look at and consider as 
guardian of the interests of tho taxpayers 
was not Mr. Russell's reputation, but

finances. If Mr. Grant is tho account 
ant he wishes his follow citizens to be- 
lieve him to bo, he could, in a half-hour's 
examination of the treasurer's book 
have discovered w bother they were 
honestly kept or not. But lie did 
make that examination hiuiBelf, and he 
opposed its being made by others. Which 
ever way it is looked at Mr. Grant's first 
admission is a confession of incapacity, if 
nothing worso. 

Tho Mayor's attempt to draw a com- 
parison between his position as head of 
the Corporation and that of the Speaker 
of tho Flouse of Assembly is a piece of 
nonsensical pedantry. Ho is not merely 
the presiding officer at tho meetings of 
the council; he is manager of the affairH 
of the Corporation. Tho law that definsa 
his duties states distinctly that he is to 
"inspect tho conduct of all subordinate of- 
ficers, und as far as may be in his power, 
to cause all negligence, carelossueis, and 
positive violation of duty to be prosecuted 
and punished." Nothing can bo clearer 
than this. Bui when it was suggested to 
him that tho Treasurer, one of his sub- 
ordinate officers, was not doing his duty, 
he did not inspect his conduct as tholaw 
pointed out, but let him go on robbingthe 
taxpayers. The Council could not relieve 
him of this duty. No one in tho Corpor 
ation in- out. df it could take it off his 
hands. Ho was as much bound to look 
after tho Treasurer as the managor of a 
mercantile concern is to look after its 
bookkeeper. When Mayor Grant talkB 
to the ratepayers about the legislature 
and the Speaker in this connection bo is 
simply throwing dust in their eyes and 
proving that ho does not know what his 
duty is, or if he knew what tho law 1 re- 
quired him to do in the Russell case, he 
deliberately neglected to comply with its 
requirements. Here, again, tho Mayor 
convicts himself of ignorance and ueu;loct. 

The Mayor admits that ho opposed a re- 
audit, and that tho auditors were appoint- 
ed in spite of his objections. It must be 
remembered that while the mayor was 
fightingagainst an audit; which really means 
an examination of tho treasurer's books 
by well-qualified accountants, robbery by 
wholesale was going oh, tho extent of 
which is not even yot known. What did 
this persistent attempt to screen the sus- 
pected subordinate mean I It was, we 
must repeat, tho mayor's duty, proscribed 
by law; to inspect tho conduct of his 
subordinate, the treasurer, But tho in- 
spection was instituted according to the 
mayor's own account, in spite of his de- 
termined and long-continued opposition. 
Could tho mayor have acknowledged his 
unfaithfulness to tho ratepayers, or his 
unfitness to ho again entrusted with their 
interests in a dearer or more striking 
manner ' 

The next admission would bo almost 
incredible if tho mayor did not make it 
himself. Ho says " Mr. Bales, on a sub- 
sequent occasion, showed him irregulari- 
ties on the books, and had stated that civic 
monies were being stolen, Ho inform- 
ed Mr, Bides that ho was not prepared to 
condemn any man unheard; his m6uth 
was closed in tho matter tho: council had 
taken the matter out of his hands, and lie 
had no longer any right to interfere, al- 
though whispers wore circulating about 
the streets of irregularities; lie took the 



this moan 1 Thu ir.ayor of tho city was 
shown by one of the auditors falsifications 
in the treasurer's books, and assurod 
hiui that the money of the tax- 
payers had been stolon. The mayor 
could hardly refuse to look at tho books 
of the immaculate Russell when they were 
placed before him. Ho was shown what 
tho nature of the irregularities was, and if 
he understood accounts at all ho must 
havo seen that thoy wore made with intent 
to defraud. There was no room to mis- 
understand them. There thoy wore, falso 
entries and incorrect addings doliberatoly 
made. What does Mr. Grant do when ho 
sees those, to an expert, incontestiblo evi- 
dences of fraud on tho Treasurer's books. 
He declared he would not condemn a man 
unheard. Who wanted him to bo«eon- 
domned unheard 1 What tho circumstan- 
ces of the case demanded was that ho 
should bo heard and that without an 
hour's delay. The Treasurer should have 
bean then and there sent for and an ex- 
planation of the suspicious entries and al- 
terations demanded. Ho should not be 
allowed to remain in his offico a singlo 
day when such evidence of his guilt came 
to the knowledgo of his superior if he 
could not give a satisfactory account of 
tho appearance which the hooka on their 
face presented. There is not an honest 
business man in the Dominion who under 
such circumstances would not have called 
the bookkeeper to an immediate account. 
Tho Mayor's excuse that his mouth was 
shut is tho paltriest plea that a man 
guilty of unjustifiable neglect of duty over 
yet set up. That was no time to think of 
his petty disagreement with tho council. 
There was evidence before him that 
could nut bo questioned that in opposing 
the examination of tho treasurer's buoks 
ho had been in tho wrong. Vet ho delib- 
erately shut his eyes to it and took no ac- 
tion. Flo allowed tho treasurer to re- 
main in offico and gave him tho opportun- 
ity to go on stealing. Wo repeat, it was 
impossible for tho council to take tho 
matter out of his hands when it had as- 
sumed that shape. Mr. Grant might as 
well say that the council took it out of 
his hands to order the arrest of tho treas- 
urer if be caught him in tho act of rob- 
bing tho safe, as to plead that they had 
taken from him the obligation ho was 
under to inspect the conduct of his sub- 
ordinates, and to cause any of them who 
had violated his duty to be prosecuted and 
punished when he had ocular evidence bo- 
fore him that one of them was robbing the 
taxpayers. A more damaging statement 
than that mado by Mr. Grant cannot bo 
imagined. His conduct was without ox- 
cuse. No man is condemned in this 
country before he is hoard, and if Mr. 
Grant bad shown that ho was fit to hold 
the office to which ho had been elected by 
taking immediate steps to place Mr. Rus- 
sel in a position in which ho would not 
have the chance of either continuing to

everything he had to say in his own do- 
fenco would have been heard. 

Mr. Grant's bearers were prepared to 
hear anything after he mado tho admis- 
sion that lie took no steps to get an ex- 
planation from Mr. Russell after he had 
been shown tho falsified books. It would 
not surprise them to learn that ho for 
months afterwards mado the man whoso 
falsified books he had aeon his intimate 
companion, going with him to places of 
amusement, and treating him aa if ho had 
no reason even to suspect hint of wrong- 
doing. 

When he did what he could to oppose 
the publication of the firetof the auditors' 
reports they would soo that ho was only 
acting consistently, and when the guilt 
was brought homo to his friend Russell 
ho, instead of taking stops to have him 
apprehended, went on a pleasure trip to 
Vancouver, ho was only carrying out his 
policy of unfaithfulness to his duties as 
mayor and to tho interests of the rate- 
payers. 

Wo could not expect a more 
complete vindication of tho course we 
have taken with respect to Mr. Grant 
than he himself afforded in bis speech to 
the ratepayers. He has proved every 
assertion wo have made, and has shown 
that every inference we drew from his 
official conduct was more than justified. 



RETURNED TO WORK. 

We wore sincerely pleased to learn that 
the strike at tho Wellington mines was 
off. When wo read the interview between 
Mr. Dunsniuir and the millers' deputation 
wo saw that tho grievances — if thoy could 
ho called grievances at all — between the 
Company and the miners were not suffi- 
ciently serious to justify men in leaving 
work and exposing those dependent on 
thorn to the suffering and misery ciiiiso- 
i|uont upon a long period of voluntary 
idleness. It is a very serious thing for a 
man who has a family dependent on him 
to throw up an employment in which he 
is making fair wtiges. It should never bo 
done voluntarily without what is.past dis- 
pute, an adequate cause, It is most piti- 
able to seo a strong man, aide and willing 
work, through circumstances over 
which ho has no control, without em- 
ytnent, Every person in tho com- 
munity sympathises with him. When 
there are no wages coining in 
they know that tho man and bis wifo and 
family aro in sore trouble and are tho 
iroy to constant anxiety. A cold hearth- 
stone and a bare cupboard are heartbreak- 
rig things for an lionest.industrious work- 
ing man to seo. When this misery comos 
upon him through no fault of bis own i l 
is very hard to bear. But when ho sees 
Ins wife and little ones suffering for want 
f tho comforts, and it may bu the neces- 
saries of lifu, it is some consolation to them 
and to him to fool that he is not to blame. 
But tho man who, without good reason, 
puts himself out of a job by which he is 
making a good living for himself and fam 
ily has not this consolation when tho wolf 
-Want—is howling at his door. Both he 
Mid they know that they could havo all 
that they needed if ho had kept at his 
work. This reflection makes their .suffer- 
ings more keen and their misery harder 
bear. It is, no doubt, the knowledge. 



causes their truo friends to condemn 
strikes, and to advino that thoy 
Bhould not be resorted to unless tho 
grievanco is most serious, and every 
moans of settling it in a friendly way 
has boon exhausted. No ono can truly 
say that tho disagreement botweeu tho 
company and the minors at Wellington 
was serious. Tho dispute about tho 
pillar work was but a small matter, and 
concerned but a very few of the men. It 
did not indeed scorn as if the miners 
wero in earnest in asking for tho extra 
ten conta. Tho complaint about the sup- 
ply of boxos to the Btall workers did not 
amount to a grievanco at all, for the 
company wore quito as much interested 
in having tho men well-suppliod as thoy 
woro themselves. It waa simply one of 
tho irregularities and annoyancos that 
will occur in works whore large numbers 
aro employed, in spito of all that can bo 
done to prevent it. Tho samo may bo 
said as to the growl about tho props. 
Thoro waB no general complaint about 
anything, except perhaps tho refusal of 
the Company to acknowledge a standing 
grievanco committee. To acknowledge 
such committee, and to givo it the 
authority it demanded would be to placo 
a very important part of thu management 
of tho mines in tho hands of the nion. 
This Mr. Dunsniuir very properly refused 
to do. To manage the mine was his 
work, and ho could not afford to placo it 
in handa that woro not of his seleotion. 
It required no great amount of discern- 
ment to Bee that the company wore treat- 
ing tho men fairly, and in soino rospects 
liberally, Anyone who read tho interview 
at all carefully, must come to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Dunsniuir is tho reverse 
of a harsh employer, and that he is ready 
and willing to givo a fair day's wages fur 
a fair day's work. Not a single complaint 
was made of his treatment of tho men, 
and in many cases tho deputation cheer- 
fully and frankly admitted his fairness 
and kindness, and sympathy. But he 
was determined to keep tho management 
of his own business in his own hands. 
We cannot seo how any miner who has 
arrived at years of discretion can blame 
him for this. It seemed to us, as wo read 
tho conversation, that if tho men had half 
a dozen grievanco committees they could 
not ho better treated than thoy wero, and 
that the interests of tho miners wero 
really safer in the company's hands than 
in thoBO of tho agitators. Wo repeat that 
we are rejoiced to find that tho married 
men, after duly considering tho mattor, 
came to tho conclusion that we had ar- 
rived at, that thoy labored under no 
grievance Berious onough to justify their 
throwing down their tools. 

We boliovo that if those men wero free 
to decide at tho tirat, the trouble would 
never have arisen. But freedom of 
spooch is evidently not one of tho 
privileges enjoyod by the men at tho 
mines. This is not from any restraints 
put upon them by tho Company, iui 
far as it is concorned every man is at full 
liberty to spoak his mind on any subject, 
but the tyranny is exorcised by somo of 
tho boisterous spirits among the minors 
themselves. A fow noisy mon undertake 
to run the meetings, and when any man 
says what thoy do not approve thoy howl 
him down. For peace sake the serious, 
thoughtful men tou often allow thorn to 
have their own way. This thoy should 
not do. They should insist upon thoir 
right to speak and vote. They havo 
more at stake than most of those who 
would force tho majority into doing as 
they wish, and thoy should insist on be- 
ing hoard. It, is better to havo a littlo 
trouble at first than to allow rash, 
thoughtless and conceited men to create 
disagreements with thoir employers and 
to make a settlement difficult. The de- 
liberations of the men in matters where 
tho comfort and tho very subsistence of 
their families aro concerned are to them 
most important, and thoy should bo seri- 
ously conducted and perfect freedom 
should prevail. Tho first man in a meet- 
ing who attempted to raiso a howl and 
put down any man who had a right to 
spoak Bhould be summarily ejected. If 
tho older and tho moro experienced 
men would combine and insist upon froo 
speech and a freo voto at all minors' 
meetings much trouble would be avoided. 
From all that we havo soon and heard the 
miners need a committee of their bust 
men to regulate the howlers and 
the bullies much more than thoy 
do a standing grievanco committee, 
We aro morally certain that if 
tho well-disposed and sensible minors 
had mado their influonco folt from the 
beginning of this agitation there would 
have been no look-out and no stnko and 
much unpleasantnosa and some suffering 
would havo been avoided. Our sym- 
pathies in this matter are moro with the 
men than with their employers, and foi 
this reason: When trouble occurs betwoei 
employers and their hands the hands are 
always the greatest sufferers. Tho em 
ployors may lose money and their busi 
iioss may bo put out of order but neither 
thoy nor their families feel the pinch of 
real distress. But it is different with the 
men. Comparatively few of them have 
made much provision for the future and 
when from any cause- they aro out oi 
work the groat, majority of them aro soon 
in actual need. Thoy must depend upon 
others for tho moans of subsistence or 
thoy and theirs must feol the pangs of 
want.

Council shall. In thomonthof December in each 
your, appoint a Returning Olllcer, and shall also 
naino tho polling places and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the coming elect Ion ; and it is 
further provided, that tho polling, if any, at 
such election shall be had and taken at such 
placo or places as tho Council shall by By-Law 
appoint ; therefore, 

Iio It enacted by tho Council of the Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria as follows:— 

I. The nomination Of Candidates for the res- 
pective olllces of Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City of Victoria, shall take place at the City 
Hall in tho said City, on Monday tho Fourteenth 
day of January, 1889. 

•2. In cuso a poll shall bo demanded at. the 
election of Mayor, t he vote of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at tho City 
Hall aforesaid, on Thursday the Seventeenth 
day of January aforesaid. 

;i. Incase a poll shall be demanded at tho 
election of Aldermen for any Ward, t.ho voto of 
tho electors thereon shall bo taken by ballot on 
tiie day aforesaid at the respective places fol- 
lowing, that is to say— in Johnson Street Ward 
at tho City Hall nforosaid; In Yates Stroot 
Ward at .Senator McDonald's building In Bas- 
tion Square, and in James Buy Ward at the 
Hook and Ladder House. 

4. Sections 0, 7, 8 and Oof tho By-Law cited 
as tho Municipal Elections Regulation and 
Ballot Act, 1875, and so much of the sehodules 
thereto as aro applicable shall he road with and 
form purl of this By-Law.

10), 
"for whosoever shall keep tho whole law, 
and yet offend in one point, ho is (juilty 
all," and it was, as Paul say»(in Actsxv., 
10), a yoke which we nor our fathers were 
able to bear. " 

God says by tho Apostle Paul to tho 
aaints at Oolosso, "Lot no man judge you 
in respect of a holy day, * * * or of 
the Sabbath days," (Col. ii., 16,) which 
plainly proves that one of the ordinances 
which in verse 14 says, was "taken out of 
tho way," was that of tho Sabbath. 

Allow me, sir, in conclusion, to thank 
your correspondent, "R M.," who kindly 
noticed my letter, and say that it is a first 
principle of God's truth, "That what 
things soever tho law saith it saith to 
them that are wider the law," Horn, iii., 
1!J, and that tho Prophet Isaiah, to whom 
lie rofers nio, is speaking tho word of 
God to tho .Jews under the law.

Philias Bourgois, a tailor from Mon- 
treal, suicided at Ottawa on Saturday by 
firing two bullets from a rovolvor into bis 
head. 

At Montreal, on Tuesday, Joseph J. 
Chandler, a porter of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, shot J. A. Sheffield, manager of 
the Pullman and dining car service. 

Thero is trouble at the Quebec citadel 
betwoen Major Short of "B" Battery and 
Lieut. -Col. Turnbull of the School of Cav- 
alry. The latter is the senior officer. A 
Quebec dispatch says that Major Short 
•was placed under arrest for insulting Col. 
Turnbull, who also is accused of irritating 
Major Short by reflecting upon the ap- 
pearance of "B" battery on parade. At 
the Militia department it is denied that 
Major Short is under arrest. A charge 
has been made against him and the olh- 
■ciala of the Militia department aro mak- 
ing an investigation. 

An Ottawa despatch says : — The Gov- 
ernment of China has directed the atten- 
tion of the British Government to tho 
hostile attitude of Australia and Canada 
toward the Chinese and is discussing the 
propriety of withdrawing commercial 
privilogeB unless the treaty rights aro ob- 
served.

— Nineteen Na/.arines 
have been sentenced to imprisonment of 
terms from .*i to l(i months for inciting 
people to refuse to do military service, 
.yoven of them are women. 

Hamburg, Jan. 15. — Joe Douohue, of 
Kowburgh, New York, won the skating 
■contest to-day, beating Von Banschin, 
the Russian, for the championship of tho 
world. 

London, Jan. 15.— If permission of the 
Porto can be obtained, a junction of the 
Turkish and (ireek railways will bo made, 
so that the Indian mails will bo embarked 
t Piraeus instead of Brindisi as at pres- 
ent. 

Berlin, Jan. 15. — Bismarck appeared 
in the Reichstag to-day. In referring to 
African matters he disparaged the news- 
paper reports regarding tho affairs of the 
British Niger company. Count Herbert 
Bismarck "said matters wore being ar- 
ranged with reference to the company bo- 
twoen England and Germany. Replying 
to the criticisms and inquiries of Herr 
Richter, the leader of tho liberals in the 
Reichstag, regarding the suppression of 
tho slave trade in Africa, Prince Bismarck 
vehemently denounced as unpatriotic the 
action of the liberal presH and declared 
that it embarrassed the policy of the 
fatherland for the benefit of tho foreign- 
ers.

THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 

A special meeting of the city council 
was held yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
when the annual reports wero received, 
and ordered to be published as usual, in 
pamphlet form. 

Tho mayor's report for tho year, a very 
exhaustive document, ivas tirst dealt 
with. 

Tho assessment roll committoe reported 
that they had examined tho roll of th 
municipality and found it correct. 

Tho park committee's report referred 
to the improvements to the Beacon Hill 
Park during 1888, including the levelling 
of the track, erection of a new band stand, 
and construction of tho miniature lake. 

The cemetery report for the year 1888, 
shows an increase of 51 deaths during the 
year, the total number of interments being 
2117, as compared with 210 during the pre 
vious year. 

The sanitary oflieer's report stated that 
during the year, 170 written notices had 
been served, 57 inspections had been mad 
and 7 summons served. Tho drainage 
improvements during the year, the report 
stated, hud improved ljuLh llio appciu<»iiui 
of the streets and tho sanitary conditioi 
of the city. 

Tho street committee's statement show 
ed the number of contracts in hand at tho 
close of 1887 which were completed 
1888 ; tho contracts in hand at the close 
of 1888 ; the number of box drains laid 
tho quantity of rock taken out by th 
steam drill ; the quantity of rock broken 
by tho crusher ; tho streets macadamized 
and rolled ; the sidewalks laid by contract, 
and the .sidewalks rolaid and repaired. 

The health officer's report contained the 
information that the number of deaths 
during 1888 was 203, giving the causes in 
detail and suggesting the need of a proper 
quarantine hospital. 

The fire warden's report stated that 
during the year the depart niont had res 
ponded to 34 lire alarms and that the esti- 
mated loss by tiro during 1888 was 814,000 

Tho police committee in their reporl 
said that the police force was in a satisfac- 
tory state of efficiency and well equipped, 
and enclosed a list of convictions for tho 
yoar 801 in number. Tho cost of main 
tenance of the police department for the 
year has been £10,850.00, inclusive of 
magistrates', clerks' and city barristers' 
fees ; and tho costs of inquests and pau- 
pers' burials. 

Water Commissioner's report contained 
in detail an exact statement of the oxton 
•ions and improvements to the water sor 
vico during 1888. The distributing mains 
have been extended by 10,289 feet of ad 
ditional 12-inch mains, 1,790 feet of 
8-inch, 359 feet of 7-inch, 5,404 feet of 
6-inohj 9,124 feot of 5 inch, and 2,042 
feet of 4-inch. The total length of mains 
laid during tho year has been 32,900 feot, 
or 6J milos— three-quarters of all the 
mains laid in the city in previous yours. 
During the month of December careful 
ful observations wero taken of the height 
of water in the mains of tho city as sup- 
plied by gravitation. During tho night 
tho water attains an altitude of 100 loet 
above high water mark ; between 7 a. m. 
and !) a. in. it falls to 140 foot ; between 
!) a. m. and 12 noon 130 feet, and in the 
afternoon ranges at about, 145 feet, Five 
unserviceable hydrants were replaced by 
now ones during 1888, and throo new hy- 
drants introduced. The total number of 
now services for tho sanio period was 110, 
making 1,738 in all. The extension of 
street mains will now permit of tho intro- 
duction of 25 additional hydrants at dif- 
ferent points in tbe city. Commissioner 
S u 1 1 1 1 1 1 ( rfi Id, in bringing his report to a 
close, re oinnierded that independent 
valves s .ould be placed at all hydrants, 
so that in call) of accident, tho domestic 
supply would not bo interfered with.
